HOGS 

Watch your pigs for signs of hog 
influenza. Infected pigs are listless 
and won't eat. Other symptoms of 
the disease are loss of weight, labored 
breathing, watery eyes and coughing. 

Once the disease appears it can 
spread rapidly through your herd. 
While pigs with flu seldom die, they 
take about a week to recover and 
there is also danger of flu turning 
into pneumonia. 

Prevent flu before you have to cure 
it. Don't let pigs sleep outside or in 
damp, drafty houses. Feed balanced 
rations and keep aninfals free from 
parasites.

ORCHARDS 

Heavy pruning of peach and apple 
trees will reduce yields. Thin bearing 
peach trees only moderately. Head 
back the branches and remove dead 
and damaged branches. 

In pruning young peach trees, pro- 
vide a framework of three to five 
branches spaced six to eight inches 
apart on the trunk with the lowest 
branch about 18 inches above the 
ground. 

To prune old apple trees, remove the 
branches near the ground that are 
completely shaded out by those above. 
Also prune out dead, broken and 
crossing branches and water sprouts. 
In young apple trees maintain a cen- 
tral trunk or leader and prevent any 
sharp crotches by removing limbs 
that threaten to form such crotches.

Through October of this year, a total 
of $39,035,977 has been yielded by 
the oil severance tax which was en- 
acted in 1944. The severance tax on 
natural gas, a 1948 law, has brought 
in $2,980,624.88. 

These levies are production taxes on 
the raw resources at the point of their 
Production. The rates are. for oil 
cents per barrel of six per cent of 
value, whichever is greater; for gas, 
three mills per thousand cubic feet or 
Six per cent of. value, whichever is 
greater.
